S.RO. 192. — In cvcrcise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 14 of the Tcrritoiial Army Act, 1948 (56 of 1948), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Territorial Army Rules, 1948, 
namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Territorial Army 
(3rd Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette, 

2, In the Territorial Army Rules, 1948, after clause (c) of 
rule 14, the following clause shall be inserted, namely 

"(d) — Notwithstanding, any thing contained in clause (c) 
of rule 14, the Territorial Army Officers who do not 
attend annual training camps for two consecutive 
years without securing the exemption, ns provided 
for in sub-rule (2) of 20 of these rules and who 
cannot urge any valid reasons, justifying their 
absence from such training, may, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing by the competent authority be 
discharged from the Territorial Aripy .service.’]^

(2) All other words and cxpre,ssion 9 used in these 
regulations and not defined but defined in the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 1968 and ,\rmed Forces 
Headquarters Civil Service (Promotion to Civilian Staff 
Officer and Assistant Civilian Staff Officer) Regnliilons, 
1968, shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them 
in those Rules and Regulations. 

3. Holding of the Examination.— (I) The examination 
shall he conducted by the Commission in the manner 
notified hy the Government from time to time, 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the 

examination shall be held, shall bo fixed by the Commission. 

4. Conditions of eligibility. — Any permanent officer of 

the Assistant Civilian Staff Officer.s’ unde of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Civil Service or Grade ‘A’ of the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service or anv 
officer whose name has been included in the Select TJet for 
the Assistant Clvilianl Staff Officers' Grade or the Select 
I.i.st for Grade ‘A’ of the Armed Forces ETeadquarteui 
Stenographers’ Service and who belongs to any Scheduled 
Caste or Scheduled Tribe and who. on the cuicial date, 

satisfies the following conditions shall be eligible to appear 
at the examination namely :• — 

(1) Length of service.— He should have rendered not 
less than 4 years’ approved and continuous service In the 
Assistant Civilian Staff Officers’ Grade of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Civil Service or in Grade 'A’ ot the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Ste.noararpher.s' Service or in 
hnth. as the c.asc may be. 

Note. — fi) In the case of Grade ‘A* officers of the 

Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers' Service, 
the approved service, shall Include half of the 

appi’oved service rendered in Grade ‘B’ of that 
Service. 

(ii) Any period of absence on military duties may be 
allowed to be counted towards the prescribed 

length of service in any of the above posts. 

(2) Assistant Civilian Stuff Officer^ of the 'Vrmed Forces 
Headquarters Civil Seiwice and Officers of Grade ‘A’ of 
the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service who 
are on deputation to ex-cadre ppstg shall he eligible to 
appear at the examination If otherwise eligible. 

(3) An Assistant Civilian Staff Officer of the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Civil Service or an officer of Grade ‘A’ 
of the Armed Force** Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another 
service on transrei’ and does not have a lien in the 
Assistant Civilian Staff Officers’ Grade or Grade ‘A’ of 
the Armed For'^es Headquarters Stenographer’s’ Service, na 
the case may be, shall not he eligible to appear at the 
examination. 

5. Decision as to eligibility,— The decision of the Com- 
mtssion as to the eligiblity or otherwise of a candidate for 
admission to the examination shall be final and no candi- 
date to whom ^ a ^ certificate of admission has not been issued 
by the Commission shall be admitted to the examination. 


6 . Results. — (1) The names of the candidates who are 
considered by the Commission to be suitable for selection 
on the resulfs of' any examination shall be arranged in the 
order of merit in two separate lists, one being far candidates 
belonging to the Scbedirled Castes and the other being for 
candid.ates belonging to the Scheduled Tribes, and in that 
order a,s many candidates, as are found by the Commission 
to be qualified, shall be recommended for inchtsion in tire 
Select i.ist for each of the aforesaid two categories of 
candidates iipto the required number. 

(2) The form and manner of communicating the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in its discretion and the Commission 
may not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

7. Selection.— Success in the examination confers no 
light to he included in the Select List for Civilian Staff 
Officer uirless the Central Government is satisfied, after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate, 
having regard to his conduct in service, is suitable in all 
respects for selection : 

Provided that the decision as to whether a particular 
cafididate recommended for selection by the Commission is 
not suitable shall be taken in consultation with the Com- 
mission. 


8 . Penalty for Misconduct.— .'V candidate who is or has 
be’en declared by the Commission to be guilty of — 

( 1 ) obtaining support for his candidature by any 
means; or 

(ii) impersonating; or 

(ill) procuring impersonation by any person; or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 

which have been tampered with; or 

fv) making statements which are incorrect or false or 
suppressing material information; or 

(iv) resorting to any other irregular or improper luer'ns 
in connection with his candidature for the exa- 
mination; or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination; or 

(vlii) writing irrelevant matter, includng obscene language 
or pornographic matter, in the script(s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the e.\amina- 
tion hall; or 

fx) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff’ employed 
by the Commission for the conduct of their exa- 
mination; or 

(xi) attempting to commit or as the case may be, abettinj 
the Commission of all or any of the acts specified 
in the foregoing clauses ; 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution be liable — 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from 1h< 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debasred either' permantently or- for a specifiec 
period— 

fi) by the Commission, from any examination o 
selection held by it; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from anv employ 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate nrles.

S R.O. 196. — ^In exercise of the pocveit, eonferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 196R, 
namely ;— 

1. (1) These rules may be culled the Armed Forces Hcad- 

quarteis Civil Service (Second Amendment) Rules, 
1981. 

(2) They shall corne into force on the date of their 
publlcBtion in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Armed Foiccs Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 
1968,— 

(i) the following sub-rule shall be inserted below sub- 
rule (2) of rule 10, namely : — 

“(3) Notwithstanding any thing contained in the 
Third Schedule, vacancies in the grade of 
Civilian Staff Officer decided to be filled by 
members of the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes and for which eligible officers ure 
not available, shall be filled on the results of a 
limited departmental competitive examination 
held by the Commission from time to tints, in 
the order of their meiit.”; 

(H) the following sub-rule shall be insetted below sub- 
rule (3) of rule 11, namely; — 

"(4) The procedure for limited departmental com- 
petitive examination for flRing vacancies reserved 
for Scheduled Castes and Schednled Tribes in the 
grade of Civilian Stuff Officer shall be as deter- 
mined by regulatiotts made by the Government, 
in consultation with the Commission”.
